REMARKS 


35 U.S.C. § 102 Rejections and Allowable Subject Matter 


The Examiner has rejected claim 28 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by De Sorgo. The Examiner did, however, indicate that claims 29 and 30 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form, including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. Applicant has amended claim 28 with 
the limitations of claim 29. Claim 30 is now dependent on claim 28. 

Applicant, accordingly, respectfully requests withdrawal of the rejections of 
rejected claim 28 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by De Sorgo.
